ENERGY VERSUS LUCK. 


Tito Isnorant Superstition Wlur.li Prevail! 


In Itrgunl to tlie JL;itU:r. 


" Give ;i man luck unfl throv.- him into tbo. 


sen/' is. purhaps, one ol' tho oldest sayings 
e'xtimt all over tbc v.'oi'ld, for v.-e find its 
equivalent in even- lunjruage spoken. I: i9 j 
a pity we are not, all gifted with this fort-| 
unate prraui;; if we were wo need never 
trouble at anytime. But it happens, bow-1 
over, says the London -Siam/ord, that the .r,o- ' 
'•iilled lucky ones lire very few and very 
t':i!'between; and yet, to note tlie observa- 
tions of cvcry-dny life, one would imagine 
Unit the c-cn'Lr.'Lry were tbc case—Ih.'it is to I 
say, if u-e may judge from tbe fact that | 
everybody :tsse:-ts that everybody else ifi 1 
lucky cxce'pl himself. '• I never knew such 
luck as tiiitt man tuts," ar.ys Jones of 
Brov.-n, a:ul Tirowr. of Jones remarks tbat 
'4Jotn!5 bus the very devil's own luck— 
every lhi:i£ he does turns out well!'* aud i 
still they may be both in the same boat ' 
strtipgliug agjiinsr, impending adversity", or 
cr.lmly gliding along tho btrcr.ru of com- 
parative prosperity. 


It is merely tbe outcome of au unfathom- i 


able discontent that pervades all, or iieariy 
till human creatures—that semi-jealous 
feeling of each other's neighbor tbat finds 
lodging i" every breast. Sow, risking the 
wrath of the superstitious and the believ- 
ers in omens and odd numbers, ivo llrmly 
maintain that there is no such thing as luck 
at alL Perseverance nnd circumstance are 
the secret of all success, and, as nothing 
succeeds liko success, luck is the natural 
sequence of perseverance. It is mainly the 
kickers and la/y people wno perpetually 
rave about lael: of luck, forgetting that, if 
lucre be any virtue In this tantalizing talis- 
man, i: is very like tho philosopher's stone, 
and requires a considerable amount of 
delving aud divine to secure. 


Shakespeare gives evidence that bo Tvas 


not free from tins peculiar failing. In V10 
"Merry Wives of Windsor" ho makes that 
genial and obese old rogne "Kulstafl" say 
to "Dame Quickly," "Good luck lies in odd 
numbers. They say thero is a divinity in 
odd numbers—eitber in nativity, chance or 
death I" This idea is, or course, founded on 
tho PytbaOTrcan system, "AU nature is a 
harmony; man is a full chord, and all beyond, 
is Deity, 30 that nine represents Deity." 
And thus A major chord consists of a funda- 
mental or tonic, its major third and its just 
ill'tb. Seven notes complete tho octave, 
aad niae is Deity. Tbo odd numbers being 
the primary notes of nature, it is easy to 
seo bow they eamo to bo considered tho 
great or lucky numbers, but then tbe luclc 
belongs exclusively to tho numbers and noc 
to the application thereof, as Is tbc popular 
impression. 


But to enter into or nropcrly explain the 


positions and qualities of odd- numbers 
would pirilyzo tbo great Eucliil himself. 
So, to return to our luck. If there bo such 
an uncanny thlnj, bow isil that never since 
ihe creation has one clan over been known 
to credit his success in llfo to lucM His 
downfall, yes, to bad luck; his rise and 
progress to luck, cood, bad or Indifferent? 
Nevor. Lf any ono had the temerity to sug- 
gest such a thing tlio notion would bo 
scouted an not only preposterous but im- 
pious. The answer tvould bo something like 
this: "My success, sir,-which you vulgar- 
ly attribute to luck, bas been achieved by 
sheer hard work and determination; and 
wbatl have earned I deserve." And in 
most cases it would bo rigat. 


Certainly there arc at times fortuitous 


circumstances that make a man successful, 
whether ho will or cot, but tton such is not 
luck, it is pure accident. And as wo arc all 
liable to meet with dlsagreoablo accidents, 
so aro wo allc likely to meet witb agreeable 
ones. Only wo never own it, supposing we 
tblnlCEO. Wo go on declaring that "it is 
better to bo born lucky than rich," and yet 
we are quite incapable of explaining what 
we exactly mean. In the commercial scnso 
—and it is only in tho commercial sense 
tbatwethiEk: upon tho subject-it we aro 
rich, wo don't want luck, and if wo arc 
lucky we a re rich. Lord Beaconsfield says 
in "Vonotlai" "Luck, is lie who has neither 
creditors nor offspring, and wbo owes 
ECttaer money nor affection—after all tho 
most difficult to pay of tbo two.'' This is so 
cynically trtio tnat not a soul believes it. 


Faith in tho chard of tho horse-shoo is 


held sacred to this day, in town and coun- 
try, by ignorant parsons; but wo do not 
imagine that they nail it up ovor the door as 
a protection against \v!tcbC3, as was once 
the custom. It is supposed to rather bring 
good luck than to avert any evil. Many 
otherwise sane individuals wiu stoop to pick 
up a shoo ia tho street, and others would 
rather deliver up all their goods und chat- 
tels than walk under a, ladder. There is 
more common senso in this latter idiosyn- 
oracy than may appear at first sight. One 
docs not run so great a risk of receiving a 
paint-pot or o brick, that may bo on tbo 
journey frjm. tho roof to tho pavement, out- 
side the range cf tho ladder as immediately 
under it. This is aoout tho only supersti- 
tion that is worth preserving. 


Generally speaking, logical people discard 


tho conceit of any thing comicpr to pass 
through mere "luck," though numbers on 
tho surface profess unshakable belief there- 
in. As a rule, those who complain about 
their bad luck are thoso who complain about 
any thing—thoso who expect fortunes to_ 
drop into their laps without any ciortioa on 
taeir part to obtain them. People arc fre- 
quently heard to lament they aro down, on 
their luck, and taen they absolutely do sit 
down on their 1'jck and stay thoro. Host 
things come to tho man who works, but very 
lew to the man who calmly sits down and 
•waits. Nothing upsets superstition as much 
as common sense. Thoro is no such quality 
as luck, except it bo in a very unknown 
quantity. People have had luck when they 
can not take tao rough with tho smooth; 
when they wear out tho smooth and forget 
that it ever existed. Good luok moans good 
intentions wotl carried out; and, after all, 
tho only lucky man in tho world Is ho who 
is lucky enough to get what ho deserves. 


A Connecticut Yankee suggests tho USD 


of flash-light photography as a means o* pro- 
tecting bank vaults from burglars. He says: 
"I would have a camera placed in a position 
where it would eommand In the field of tho 
icns a space of ten feet square or more ia 
front of the door of the vault and have tbo 
other apparatus so arranged tbat as soon as 
tampering with tho vault door was at- 
tempted tho whole would be placed ia oper- 
ation. My plan would, of course, include 
retaining tho burglar alarm connoctinu 
with police headquarters. As soon as tho 
burg'.ars had begun operations xho police 
would bo alarmed, and at tho same instant 
a picture o£ the cion would bo made by the 
camera and Hash-light combined, so that 
even if tho man escaped tho police they 
ivould loavo behind them evidence which 
would very probably eventually result ia 
tbeir detection."
